The spirit of APEX is being fol- 


lowed, but there is more disagreement within the 


U.S.

Government than in industry.

rather than "revolution" and we are making some 
headway. SECOM sees the problem and will look in 
due course at DCID 1/14, etc. This is an FYI status
